Dear Editor: 
It is unfortunate that in the 


past generation one of the 
traits that made this country 
the greatest in the world has 
about disappeared. Due to 
the propaganda effort of the, 
so-called, "intellectuals and 
sophisticates," a public show 
of patriotism has come to 
mean a symptom of weakness 
or ignorance. And this atti- 
tude has been encouraged by 
the, so-called, Liberals, the 
One Worlders. etc., much to 
the delight of the Commu 
nists.

early August readings in history.

causing heavy crop damage in an 
area 10 to 12 miles long and two 
miles wide. Some farmers reported 
hailstones as large as walnuts.

The storm hit LaSalle about 9:30 


p m., and was accompanied by 
high winds. Rainfall measured .86 
inch, and the temperature dropped 
to 62 degrees this morning.

Hoover, speaking today on 
his SOtli birthday, accused 
his Democratic successors, of 
pursuing policies toward the 
Soviet Union which destroyed 
human freedoms and "spread 
Communism over the earth." 


American recognition of Russia 


in 1933, Hoover said, "opened the 
headgates for a torrent of trai- 
tors." 


He delivered the speech from the 


cottage isi West Branch where he 
was born. The state of Iowa honor- 
ed his birthday with official cele- 
brations. 


No Names 


Hoover did not specifically name 


Presidents Roosevelt or Truman. 
He spoke, however, of the events 
of the 20 years preceding the pres- 
ent Republican administration. 


This period, he said, saw the 


"encroachment" by the W h i t e 
House on the other two branches 
of government. He attacked "ex- 
ecutive agreements" and commit- 
ments made to foreign nations 
"without the specific consent of 
the elected representatives of the 
people." 


Of these, he said: 
"There has been a grievous list 


of such commitments. They include 
international agreements which 
shackle our economy by limiting a 
free market. 


"But more terrible were such ex- 


ecutive agreements as our recogni- 
tion of Soviet Russia which opened 
the headgates for a torrent of trai- 
tors. Our tacit alliance with Soviet 
Russia spread communism over 
the earth." 


Tehran. Yalta 


He said the agreements at Teh- 


ran and Yalta "extinguished ths 
liberties of tens of millions of peo- 
ple."

called 
these actions 


"appeasement and surrender," and 
said another agreement started the 
communication of Mongolia, North 
Korea and China. 


"These unrestrained presidential 


actions," Hoover said, "have re- 
sulted in a shrinking of human 
freedom over the whole world. 


"From these actions came the 


joepardies of tr\e cold war. As a 
byproduct, t h e s e actions have 
shrunk our freedoms by crushing 
taxes, i.uge defense costs and com- 
pulsory military service."

Now is a good time to clip 


your pastures. If you fail to do 
eo, here is what happens: The 
tall, uneaten plants become ma- 
ture and low in feeding value, 
and the cons don't like them. 
Weeds go to seed and use nutri- 
ienta and moisture needed by 
the pasture crops. All of this 
means lower production, smaller 
milk checks and less profit. 


• # » 


You'll need plenty of bedding 


this winter to keep your cows and 
young stock clean and to protect 
the udders of heavy-producing 
cows. It will pay you well to put 
up a good supply of bedding if you 
hava the straw of small grain 
crops available on your farm. If 
you keep your cows in stanchions, 
six to 10 pounds of bedding per 
cow per day should be adequate. 
If you use a loose housing system, 
you may need 10 to 20 pounds. 


These amounts should b* ample 
under almost any housing setup, 
and many well-arranged setups 
will require less. 
* * • 


A small acreage of rye will 


help you round out a complete 
pasture program for your dairy 
herd. If you seed the rye in late 
August or early September, it 
will usually furnish some late 
fall pasture and will come on 
early next spring and supply an 
abundance of succulent feed be- 
fore other spring pastures are 
ready. Balbo rye Is generally 
considered superior to the ordi- 
nary variety. On good, fertile 
soil, one acre of rye will be suf- 
ficient for two or thre cows. 
After the rye is pastured off {p 
the spring, the land may

manured and seeded to Sudan 
grass.

Proper renovation of your perm- 


anent pastures will let you pasture 
more livestock on each acre. It 
will provide better quality forage 
for a greater number of days and 
bring you a larger net return per 
acre. Here are the steps to follow: 
Ttst the soil and apply needed min- 
erals; tear up the'old sod; seed 
desirable legumes and grasses for 
your area and seed them at the 
recommended seeding time; con- 
trol grazing; and control weeds by 
clipping. 


Wheat Stocks Break Records; 
Large Carry-Over Likely in9 55 


Carry-over of old wheat on July 


1 broke the previous record by a 
big margin. The USDA reports 
that July l stocks totaled 903 mil- 
lion bushels, 43 per cent greater 
than the former record of 631 mil- 
lion bushels back in 1943. We got 
rid of that surplus by feeding it to 
livestock during the war. What will 
we do with our present stocks? 


The 1954 wheat crop was esti- 


mated at 988 million bushels as of 
July 1. Little change from this 
estimate is expected. Most of the 
winter wheat crop was made by 
July 1; and the spring wheat area 
has had good weather. 


Add it up: 903 million bushels of 


old wheat plus 988 million of new 
wheat makes a total supply of 1,- 
891 million bushels. Give or take a 
few million either way—it won't 
change the picture much. 


How rrfuch wheat will we need 


this year? How does that amount 
compare with what we have on 
hand? The only important uses for 
wheat are for food, seed, feed and 
export. 


FOOD. We will eat around 490 


million bushels of wheat before 
next July 1. This figure hasn't 
changed much for several years— 
and it isn't likely to. We won't eat 
much more bread if the price drops 
a penny a loaf—nor will we eat 
much less if the price goes up a 
c*^nf. 


SEED. We need some wheat for 


seed—say 65 million bushele. We 
used 70 million bushels last year 
and 88 million during the two years 
before that. Fewer acres planted 
to wheat mean less wheat used for 
Seed. There's not much chance to 
increase the use of wheat for seed. 


FEED. Amounts of wheat used 


for feed vary greatly from time 
to time. We fed 507 million bushels 
in 1943-44 and around 300 million in 
each of the other World War II 
years. In recent years we have 
used about 100 million bushels an- 
nually for feed. We are likely to 
use about the same amount in 
1954-55. 
' EXPORTS. We exported little 
wheat during World War II (too 
many submarines). For 
eight 


years after the war. our exports 
ranged between 300 million and 500 
million bushels annually. Last year 
the total was only 215 million, and 
ii will probably be about the same 
tor 1954-55. 


Add the probable uses of wheat: 


Food, 490 million bushels; seed, 65 
million: feed. 100 million: and ex- 
ports. 215 million. The total is 870 
•million bushels, or less than half 
of the supply on hand. Thus we 
may have more wheat carry-over 
in 1955 than in 1954—probably 
around one billion bushels. 


In recent months prices of high- 


protein wheats have been at or 
above price-support levels. But the 
average,U.S. farm price »f wheat 
did not rise to the support level ai 
any time during the past market 
ing year. Large stocks in govern 
ment hands will tend to hold prices 
down again this year. 


Excess stocks of wheat first be 


gan to accumulate when the price 
support program was started back 
in 1929. The carry-over increased 
from 112 million bushels on July 1 
1928, 
to 375 million bushels four 


years later. Then the officials de 
cided 
that 
production 
controls 


would be necessary in order to 
prevent the accumulation of ex 
cessive supplies. 


Now we have production con 


trols—and the carry-over is Z 
times as large as it was in 1932. 


Sit Tight! 


Hog raisers, don't get panicky 


The government's latest pig cro 
report makes the picture look ros 
ier than most growers had c.x 
pected, says Capper's Farmer

"orn Borers 
Witting Late 
Cornfields 
URBANA — Heaviest infestations 


•f second-generation European corn 
borers in the past five year* are 
now threatening late-planted corn- 
fields in northern Illinois. 


Entomologists of the Illinois Na- 
ural History Survey and Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Agricul- 
ure at Urbana urge you to check 
•our late-planted fields for borer 
egg masses. If you find a large 
number, spray now to help prevent 
heavy damage. 


Infestation of second-brood bor- 


ers will probably be the heaviest 
since 1949. says H. B. Petty, exten 
sion entomologist. Farmers can 
expect to have as much damage 
from this second brood as they 
had in 1949. Late-planted fields in 
the area north from Bloomington 
will be hardest hit by the borers. 


Complete Survey 


Field surveys just completed 


show that 60 to 90 per cent of the 
first-generation borers have pu- 
pated, and the moths are now lay- 
ing eggs on the late-planted corn. 


Chief damage from the borers 


will come in the form of stalk 
breakage and ears dropped on the 
ground by harvest time. In addi- 
tion to damaging this year's crop, 
the 
second-brood 
borers 
live 


through the winter and produce 
next year's crop of borers. You 
can't count on help from the wea- 
ther to control second-brood borers, 
so Petty urges you to spray now if 
you have a heavy infestation. 
Spraying later will not help, as the 
spray will not control borers after 
they get into the stalks. 


Spraying for borers will require 


high-clearance 
ground machines 


or spraying from airplanes. DDT 
should be applied at the rate of 
one and one-half pounds per acre. 


Earn Formed 


Most ears are already formed at 


this stage of the season, but borers 
may cause the ears to be chaffy or 
light. Late-season borers usually 
feed in the upper part of the stalk 
in the shanks and ears and to some 
degree in the lower parts of the 
stalk. Heavy rain or windstorms 
before harvest may cause exces 
sive stalk breakage and ear drop 
page. 


Farmers are also facing another 


threat to their corn crop in the corn 
earworm. Infestations this year are 
the heaviest in years. There is no 
control for earworms in field corn 


Eggs have now been laid on the 


silks of the early corn, and in some 
areas 10 to 20 percent of the ear: 
are 
infested. 
Other 
cornfield; 


where silks are fresh will be in 
fested during the next week or 
two. The earworm tunnels into the 
ear, causing ears to be deformed 
and often moldy and rotten.

For Timber 


A report of the second survey of 


timber products prices, reveals a 
slight increase in prices paid for 
most forest products. The compari- 
son is made between the first re- 
port on May 15, 1953 and the sec- 
ond report on March 25. 1954. The 
report is compiled by the Illinois 
Technical Forestry Association and 
the Crop Reporting Service of the 
Illinois and U. S. Department of 
Agriculture through the cooperation 
of many sawmill owners through- 
out the State. 


The reports show that the price 


of sawlogs delivered to the mill has 
increased from one to six dollars 
per thousand board feet for the 
oaks, ash, hickory and maples 
Walnut sawlog prices increased $14 
per thousand board feet. 


Average delivered sawlog prices 


for the State ranged from $31 per 
thousand board feet for some of the 
minor species to $45 for yellow pop 
lar, $46 for white oak and $68 for 
walnut. 


White oak cooperage stumpage 


(standing trees) averaged $46 per 
thousand board feet and the same 
species averaged $88 per thousand 
for. trees of veneer quality. Veneer 
quality walnut stumpage increased 
from $92 per thuosand board fee 
to $118.

Long before American steel experts began to worry 


seriously about depletion of the nation's high-grade iron 
ore reserves, it was known that rich deposits lay un-tapped 
in the frozen wastes of northern Quebec. Getting at them j 
seemed a remote dream. 
Yet just a few days ago, the dream was realized. The 


first trainloads of ore were hauled 360 miles south over a 
line that had been painfully hacked out of the wilderness. At 
the rail terminus of Seven Islands on the St. Lawrence Rifer, 
the ore was dumped into ocean-going vessels for shipment 
to American steel mills at Philadelphia and Baltimore. 


Later on, a good share of the ore will be put aboard lake ! 


barges for transport to Great Lakes steel centers. When the 
St Lawrence seaway is developed, bigger vessels can handle 
the lake traffic.

By 1957, the flow of iron ore from the I'npjva ^gjon 


will approach 10 million tons a year. The total reserve there 
is a staggering two billion tons, enough to fight four wars of 
the size of World War II. 
This country can be thankful that so bountiful a store 


lies within the protection of North America's continental 
limits. The opening of this field is tantamount to taking out 
a new insurance policy against the hazards of enemy depre- 
dation. 


Though Baltimore and Philadelphia are being served 


from Ungava by coastwise shipping, in time of war the Que- 
bec ore presumably could be shipped mostly by rail to east- 
ern centers—however much the cost. 


This reserve plus new production of American ores 


from low-grade taconite in the once-rich Minnesota region 
could go far toward feeding the U S. industrial machine in 
an emergency. Obviously it would be harder to protect over- 
water supply lines from newly developed ore fields in Vene- 
zuela.

reality. Some S250 
million was spent. The 
project's 


managers organized the biggest civilian airlift in history to 
bring in construction materials, food and other items for the 
6.000 workers who built the mining site, laid down the rail- 
road and erected port facilities. 


This was a notable example of free enterprise at its 


most energetic and imaginative. We cannot forget that be- 
fore a dream can be realized, it must be dreamt. Men like 
Secretary of the Treasury George Humphrey, a Cleveland 
industrialist, and Jules R. Timmins had the vision to see Un- 
gava's potentialities. 


So long as projects of this sort can be brought to ful- 


fillment, America's industrial greatness is secure.

The other day psychoanahst Donald Slesmger said to me- 
"Yes. we all suffer from th« eitecis of uineis sins, n>;.\ni.si ua. But 


there s a platinum lining. We ran begin to struggle against those ef- 
fects on us. Indeed, we do not grow up until we can deliberately take 
the responsibility to immobilize evils done us by refusing to react to 
them." 


Do these words mean something to a certain Mis K " 
Eleven years ago a sin was committed against her 
Mr K oxer- 


seas fighting Nazis, left her pregnant and m his parents' tare. Her 
dependent state was explorted by Mr. K.'s mother. 


When Mrs. K 's baby was bom. this woman took it over. She torn- 


man-ded all that was done for Carol from timing her sunnmgs m the 
yard to answering her cites. Today, Carol s relationship to her mother- 
is a tense and unhappy one. 


Mr. K writes: "My wile frankly admits her pieference for our 


younger child. She says that if I want to blame someone foi her ms- 
like of Carol. I can blame my mother. You sometimes write about for-

This is not yet a problem for forgiveness

Conservation Costs Mean 
Deductions Under New Law 


Note: This is the sexenth in a 


series of articles explaining how 
the new tax reMsion law affects 
iiidn iduals. 


By CHARLES F. BARRETT 


WASHINGTON (Ti—A farmer can 


now get a tax tut by building him- 
self a pond . . . or digging a ditch. 


This is one of the special effects 


of the huge new tax levision law 
In passing out scores of tax bene- 
fits, Congie;»s didn t foiget the 
faimei in this congressional elec- 
tion year. 


The law permits a farmer to de- 


duct from his income, on tax re- 
turns, many outlays for soil or 
water conservation Even at the 
minimum 20 per cent tax rate, 
each $100 m new deductions means 
a tax cut of 520 


Reductions Limited 


The deductions for that purpose 


aie limited in any one year to 25 
pei cent of your total income 


If you spend more than 25 per 


cent of \otir faim income for soil 
or water conservation in any one 
jear, jou can carry forward the 
amount over 25 pei cent and de- 
duct it on your return the next 
jear You can keep on carrying 
these expendituies f o r w a r d as 
man> \ears as needed to get your 
full deducbon—but you still can t 
deduct more than 25 per cent of 
farm income in any one year. 


Soil and water conservation ex- 


penses involve moving or treating 
dnt Thev can include such things 
as leveling grading terracing con- 


tour furrowing, construction of di- 
version channels, diamage ditches, 
contioiling and protecting watei- 
couises, p o n d s , earthen dams, 
elimination of brush or planting of 
windbieaks 


New Benefit 


In the patt. expenditures for 


most of these things geneially have 
been added for the tax purposes to 
the original cost of the land Usual- 
ly no deduction was allowed for 
them unless the land was sold. 
Then they could be counted in fig- 
uring whetner you made a profit 
on the sale 


Experts believe half a million 


farmers will claim new deductions 
under the new law They figure tha 
farmers will get tax cuts amount- 
ing to 10 million dollars The reve- 
nue loss would be greater, except 
many farmers pay little or no in- 
come tax already 


Aside from his personal expendi- 


tures, the law permits a farmer to

Must Decide 


A farmer can deduct expenses 


starting last Jan 1 But he must 
decide, in the fust year he pays for 
such things, whether he wants to 
deduct them or still follow the old 
la\\. Once he reports his decision, 
he ca t change his method without 
permission from the Revenue Serv- 
ice. 


Another tax benefit for farmers 


in the new law provides that pro- 
ceeds from sale or exchange of dis- 
eased livestock are not taxed if 
they are reinvested in livestock 
within one year 


Farmers also pay no tax on pro- 


ceeds from sale of land necessary 
to meet acreage limitations under 
reclamation laws, provided they in- 
vest the proceeds into more land- 
presumably in another reclamation 
or irrigation distnct.

'•Nasty Gash" 


But Dr. Ken Young of the Uni- 


versity of British Columbia health 
service said a member of his staff 
doctored a "nasty gash" on the 
sole of Landy's foot Thursday, Fri- 
day and Saturday. 


Joining: the "Landy had a bad 


foot club" were Bannister; Andy 
O'Bnen. sports editor of the Mon- 
treal Star; and Jack 
Sullivan, 


sports editor for the Canadian 
Press. 


Bannister won the race in 3:58.8, 


some five yards ahead of Landy, 
who was timed in 3:59.6. 


O'Brien, in a copyrighted article 


Monday in the Star, said Landy 
suffered the cut when he stepped 
from a shower and onto a photo- 
grapher's flash bulb. The Montre- 
al reporter said Landy told him of 
the injury but swore him to se- 
crecy "because it would sound like 
an alibi." 


Denies Report 


Landy promptly denied O'Brien's 
report; "There is absolutely noth- 
ing to it." 


But the curly-headed Australian 


refused to let reporters sec his 
feet or to let photographers take 
pictures of them. 


One of Young's assistants, who 


doctored the cut early Friday said 
Landy had four stitches on his 
right foot, "just in front of the 
heel." The assistant refused to al- 
low the use of his name. 


Sullivan came out with the flat 


statement that "Landy ran the 
mile of the century 
with 
a cut 


right foot." 


Bannister said Landy told him 


a week ago of the cut, but "he 
kept 
right 
on training, so it 


couldn't have been too serious."
